But 
our republican doctrines ought to be 
Carried, out and population should be the 
basis of representation; and legislators 
should be chosen by districts, and by sin- 
gle districts when practicable. We re- 
gret. the failure of the apportionment 
bill this season more on account of Ala- 
‘meda county, and some other counties, 
than on account of San Francisco county. | 
This county now elects in mass, and car- 
‘Yies much ‘weight, and can sustain, itself 
not withstanding that natural Jealousy 
‘which sometimes arises between city and 
country. Of course, there will be a new 
apportionmentin a few years, at the farth- 
est; and if delayed, the transfer ofthe po- 
litical power of the state will be all the 
more decided when it comes, the drift of
